The cold weather is said to have 


killed off all the wahoos about Halleck 
and Deeth. A Wells-Fargo messen- 


ger reports that on last Saturday morn- | 


ing a party of Peeth hunters found 
wahoo tracks in the snow five miles 


northeast of the station. The severity 
of the weather appeared to have 
forced the animala to band together, 
as the tracks could not have been 
made by less than six different ani- 
mals. The circumstance excited the 
interest of the hunters, for anyone who 
knows what.a wahoo is, knows full 
well that the creature is one of the 
most unsocial of all animated beings. 


The hunters determined to follow up 
the broad trail made by the wahoos, 
and at once started in pursuit. The 
tracks led them around the base of a 
high mountain and constantly ascend 
ed in a continuous spiral. The hunt- 
ers followed the trail for hours, con- 
stantly climbing higher and higher, 
until at length the summit was reached 
and the trail began to wind back 
down the mountain.
